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Section 1. 


Of the PULSE of a HORSE. 


HE regular Pulſe of a Horſe in health, beats forty 
times in one minute; if much leſs, it denotes lowneſs, if 


lifty, or more, it denotes a high fever, therefore, according 


to the number, to be termed higher or lower, and ſo judge 
accordingly, as ſymptoms ſhould appear. The Pulſe is to be 
felt between the point of the ſhoulder and the ſetting on of the 


neck, above the breaſt, on the lower part of the neck vein.— 
The Pulſe is difficult to be felt in the above part, but ſhall 


mention a readier part to feel it, as follows. Set your hand on 


the {ide of the cheſt, oppoſite the heart, about a ſpan behind 
the elbow ; there you will feel the heart Pulſe beat plainly.

Horſes are very ſubject to Fevers, as well as human ſpecies, 


although they ariſe from different and various diſorders. The 


chief ſymptoms of a Fever are as follow. A Horſe will heave 
and pant at the flank much, with a great ſteam to appear from 


the noſtrils in breathing, his eyes will appear full and his noſ- 
trils wide and red, his fleſh and ſkin will feel hot, his pulſe 


will beat briſk and high, his mouth and tongue quite parched, 
his breath will ſmell ſtrong; and often will fetch great ſighs, 
will be reſtleſs in his ſtall, will mope, ramble, and loathe his 


hay and food, with no appetite ; he will ſtool often, but very 
little at a time, and that generally hard, with a coat of ſhme 
covering it; and rather coſtive in general. Firſt take blood 


from the * NN and make uſe of a cold looſe ſtable, rather 
cooler than that, which he ſtood in before, and always ob- 


ſerve, not to keep a Horſe hot, in a Fever; for a hot ſtable is 
hurtful to the diſorder. Nor 1s exerciſe of any kind proper in 


a F ever. Then immediately make uſe of the following Clyſter. 


A Mild CLYSTER in a FEVER. 


Take Sena one ounce and a half, boiled in one quart of 


| Water for half an hour; then ſtrain the decoction off, and add 
Common Treacle one pound, and fweet Oil half a pint, then 


warm the whole together for uſe. The above may be repeated 


three times a-day, or as occaſion may require the uſe of it. 


Then immediately give the following drink or any of the 


following medicines ; as ſymptoms my require the uſe of 


them, 
A DRINK for the FEVER. 


Take Flour of Brimſtone, Diapente, Cream of Tartar and 


Nitre Salts of each half an ounce; Emetic Tartar half a dram; 
give the whole in a quart of Watergruel for one doſe; the 
aboye to be repeated once or twice a-day, or as ſymptoms 


may 
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may require the uſe of them. The above method will cool him 
much; but I would adviſe, not to check a Fever too quick; 
for, by ſo doing you may ſtarve the diſorder, by not letting it

Antimony ſix ounces, and Emetic Tartar twelve drams, made 
up into a ball with Balſam of Sulphur, drawn with Oil of Tur- 
pentine. Give a ball of the above, weighing one ounce and a 
half, for one doſe, every day, repeat more, or leſs, of the 
ball, according as you ſee occaſion. At the ſame time, give 


Nitre Salts in all his Water, more or leſs according as ſymptoms 


may require the uſe of it; and give ſcalded Bran and Water- 
gruel for food; allo bleed, and give Clyſters, in all different 
ſymptoms; as you ſee occaſion may W the uſe of the above 
in all reſpects. 

If the above diſorder ſhould intermit, 5 mould have the

Take Jeſuits Bark half an ounce, Snake Root one  ſcruple, 
Salts of Tartar two ſcruples, mixed together for one doſe, give

Take Salt Prunella one ounce, Juniper Berries, and Venice 
Turpentine of each half an ounce, and Diapente one ounce, 
made up into a ball with Barbadoes Tar, for one doſe. Give 
one of the above balls, every other morning ; or according as 
they operate; or as ſymptoms may require the uſe of them. 

Io be given if COSTIVE in a FEVER. 

Take Lenitive Electuary three ounces, Cream of Tartar two 
ounces, Sweet Oil ſix ounces, Glauber's Salts three ounces, 
and Treacle half a pound. Diſſolve the above in a quart of 
Watergruel, for one doſe ; this will open his body mild and 
caſy, and paſs quick.

Proper FOOD to be given m FEVERS. 

Make uſe of Watergruel to drink, when dry, as often as 
you can, and Bran, with very little Oats ſcalded together for 
maſnes, but if coſtive, give Rye inſtead of Oats with. the Bran. 
Give a ſmall maſh of the above two or three times a-day, and

Of STAGGERS and CONVULSIONS. 
TAGGERS, is a common caſe to Horſes : eſpecially in 
the latter end of the ſummer. And moſt commonly affects 
heavy draught Horſes and ſo-forth. The general cauſe of the 
above diſorder is, when graſs becomes dry and lacks a moiſ- 


ture ; and thereby locks and clogs the bowels and guts with 
ſuch a great load of hard dry excrement; alſo brings on a 


great coſtiveneſs; and generally flies into the head as a Ver- 


tigo; and cauſes Convulſions and Fevers. The chief ſymptoms 


of the above diſorder, are, a Horſe will be ſtiff in his whole 


frame, appearing dull, and ſwelled about his head and eyes; 
with his eyes ſtaring upwards, he will reel and ſtagger to and 
fro, like unto a drunken man; and by prefling againſt his 
forchead, he will thruſt forward againſt your hand, and if the 


ſymptom is very violent, he will puſh and thruſt his head up 


to the rack; and there will ſpar and heave like a draught 
Horle, as if he would thruſt through the rack ; and generally 
has an appearance of the Yellows and Jaundice. In the firſt 
ſtage of the above caſe, bleed plentifully, that is, open three 
or four veins at one time, ſo let him bleed four or five quarts, 
and at the ſame time ſet in the Animal two rowels, one in the 
forehead and the other 1 in the briſket.

Let them be often ſupplied with Watergruel well boiled, for 
their common drinking, and ſupport them with Maſhes made 
of Wheat Bran and a little Rye ſcalded together as food, alſo 
to indulge them two or three times a- day with a pint of Sweet 
Milk, ſweetened with Brown Sugar; the above will aſſiſt na-

HE cauſe of the Yellows, is, commonly from a ſtone in

the gall-bladder, or decay of the liver. Although, I may 


1 ſay, that I never could ſind a gall- bladder in a Horſe; 


but without doubt, there muſt be a gall-pipe in the liver, to 


aſſiſt the chyle or food to a digeſtion. The ſymptoms of the 


Yellows, are a great heavineſs and weakneſs: a Horſe will be 


very feeble in all his actions, and ſeem to breathe fainty, with 
deep ſighs, and his appetite quite gone: the white of his eyes, 
his mouth and lips, and the roof of his mouth, will appear 


yellow, and alſo his urine yellow : he will ſeem very weak, 
and has the appearance of a ſlow Fever. I have known a Horſe 
ſo weak in the Jaundice, that he could not walk a Mile: in the 


above diſorder, make uſe of the follbwing directions. 4

of PURGING PHYSIC of Patents Sorts. 


HYSIC is very proper for Horſes that labour under 

diſorders of ſeveral Sorts; as when the blood and juices 
are in a bad ſtate or habit, or when the limbs and other vitals 
are become languid and gummy, and ſhort of action or due 
circulation. Alſo, Purging Phyſic is very proper for Horſes 
that have high keep; ſuch, as are in training, or hunters, 
hacks, and the like: nor can a man or groom bring a horſe 
properly into condition, without the help of Purging Phyſic; 
as when parts get languid and gummy, and ſhort of action: 
then a doſe or two of Purging Phyſic will free the muſcles 
and ſmall fibres, and ſweeten the blood and juices, and cauſe 
all parts to act according to their uſual and due circulation. 
When you mean to give Phyſic, firſt take blood, and give 
him, for two or three days, Scalded Bran and Oats, to pre- 
pare his body properly for the reception of Phyſic: then 
make uſe of any of the following Purges; as ſymptoms may 
require the uſe of them. 


| A Gentle Mild PURGE. : 
Take the beſt Barbadoes Aloes one ounce, Spermaceti one 
dram, Caſtile Soap one dram, Jalap half a dram, Race'Ginger

A Purge may work the firſt day it is given; but commonly 


not until the ſecond day; although I have known a Purge to 
lay in a horſe three days, and worked well off at laſt; however 
I will adviſe, not to ſtir a horſe out of the ſtable but as little 
as poſſible whilſt the phyſic is operating; but if neceſlity 
ſhould urge, to give a horſe a gentle turn out, in the time his 
phyſic is operating; let them be very ſhort turns, not above 
half an hour at one time: for there is no need of exerciſe 
during the operation of phyſic, ſince every Purge will carry 


itſelf off, with keeping warm, and ſupplying the horſe with 


warm Water or thin Watergruel; and that pretty often, but 
not above a quarter of a pailful at one time: and alſo, I do 
| adviſe all grooms and keepers of horſes, not to toil and fatigue 
a horſe with exerciſe in the time of phyſic, but rub and whiſp 
him well over and circulate him well in the ſtall. The above 
ill- practice of too ſevere exerciſe in phyſic, has been the death 
of ſeveral brave horſes, to my certain knowledge. Alſo, I 


ſurther ſay, if the horſe works well in the ſtable, he need not 


be taken out at all, while the phyſic is operating; but if the 
pbylic does not work off well, let him have three or four 
turns out, in the ſpace of the day, and not above half an hour 


at one time.

Take Barbadoes Aloes, from one ounce to ten drams, Sper- 
maceti one dram, Diapente half an ounce, Caſtile Soap one

A Strong Safe PURGE. 


Take Barbados Aloes from one ounce to twelve drams, 
Spermaceti one dram, Cream of Taler half an ounce, Jalap 
from one, to two drams, Race Ginger in powder one dram, 
Diapente half an ounce, Caſtile Soap two drams, and Oil of 
Anniſeeds forty drops; made up into two balls with Sirup of 
Buckthorn for one doſe. Sometimes I add to the above, in- 
ſtead of Jalap, one dram or two of Scammony, more or leſs, 
according to the ſtrength or habit of the Horſe's body. The 
above is not meant for a delicate habit, but a robuſt ſtrong 
habit, as ſome Horſes require Phyſic much ſtronger than 
others do. But let this be a rule, ſay you mean to give, one, 
two, or four doſes of Purging Phyſic to a Horſe; the firſt 
doſe might happen juſt to ſuit the habit and work well to 
your mind: Although you give juſt the ſame doſe again it 
might not work ſo well as the firſt did: alſo, I will adviſe to 
add a little more Aloes and Jalap to the ſecond and third doſes 
and ſo-forth, as generally the habit gets — and ſtronger 
alter every doſe you give. F

Take Barbadoes Aloes, from ſeven to nine drams, Race 
Ginger in powder two drams, Spermaceti one dram, Diapente 


four drams; made up into a ball with Sirup of Buckthorn for 


one doſe. The above will work off mild and eaſy, at Graſs. 


The day you intend to give the above Phyſic, take the Horſe 


up early that morning from Graſs, and let him faſt three 
hours, then give him the above Purge, and let him faſt two 
hours after it; then let him eat Hay for two hours; after- 


wards give him a feed of Corn, and then turn him to Graſs: 
{o repeat another doſe in five or ſix days after, or according 


as it has operated, and ſo-forth 
The Hiera Picra Spices, or the HOLY BITTER. 


Take Cinnamon Bark, Mace, Snake Root, Gum Arabic, 


and Saffron, of each fix drams; fine Barbadoes Liver Aloes 


one pound; all made into fine powder, mixed together, and 
kept in a pot for uſe. This is a very ſafe Purge and may be 
given after a long ſickneſs or illneſs, or any diſorder what- 


ever; and very proper to be given in a lingering gripe: the 
doſe is from one ounce to two; more or leſs, as you ſee occa- 


ſion; to be made up into a ball with Sirup of Buckthorn. It 


alſo may be given to a ſucking Foal, that follows the Dam 
with ſafety: the doſe to a Foal, 1s two or three drams given 
in half a pint of mild Ale, with three ſpoonfuls of Common 
Treacle, made warm together.

| The SCOURING after a SWEAT. 
Take Barbadoes Aloes, from fix drams to one ounce, Caſtile 


Soap two drams, Bracken's Cordial Ball four drams, ſee page 
28, 
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28, made up into a ball, with Sirup of Buckthorn, for one 
doſe. Do not ſet the Horſe on the muzzle for this Sweat, but 
let him walk and canter about for two hours; and then let 
him begin to Sweat; when that is over, let him be ſcraped 
clean and dry, and then give him three hornfuls of a com- 
fortable drink prepared ready for that purpole. Then let 
him walk out for half an hour, or unti he is quite dry and 
ſettled, then take him in and give him the ſcouring ball, then 
give him three hornfuls of the aforeſaid cordial drink, and

The Method of giving M ERC URIAL PHYSIC. 


Take Calomel that has often been ſublimed from one dram 
to two, Diapente half an ounce, Bracken's Cordial Ball one 
ounce, ſee page 28, made up into a ball, with Sirup of Marſh 
Mallows. Give the above at ſix O'Clock in the Evening, faſt- 
ing three hours before the ball is given, and let 2 faſt three 
hours after it: give warm Water and Maſhes, and the next 
morning give him the following Purging Ball. 


Take the fineſt Barbadoes Aloes one ounce or ten drams, 
Spermaceti one dram, Diapente four drams, Myrrh in powder 
one dram, Saffron half a dram, Jalap one dram, Salt of Tartar 
one dram, and the Powers of Amber a tea-ſpoontul: made up 
into a ball with Sirup of Marſh Mallows.

When a PURGE doth not work and cauſes a Horſe to Swell. 


Take one pint of Liſbon Wine, and mix with it one dram 
of Camphire, diſſolved in a little Spirit of Wine, to which add 
Oil of Juniper two drams, the Powers of Amber two drams, 
Sirup of Marſh Mallows four ounces; give the above made 
warm as a drink: then ſtir him about very gently, this will 
cauſe him to piſs and empty himſelf plentifully.

Take Caſtile Soap one pound, Salt of Prunella half a pound,

The above 
method, if properly obſerved, will keep a crane firm, freſh 


and bloomy.

Take Crocus Metallorum, or the Liver of Antimony, of 
either one pound, in perfect fine powder. Give of either of 
the above, one ounce, or one ounce and a half, once a-day 


in a Maſh of Bran and Oats, for a fortnight together: but if 


the above ſhould cauſe a Purging; make uſe of the above 


once every other day.

A new Method for the GRIPES. |

The above ſymptoms has cauſed 
ſeveral men to nuſtake the Pleuriſy, and think it to be the 


Gripes. In a Gripe a Horſe lays down, and rolls and tumbles 


himſelf over and over, and afterwards lays on his back by his 
own choice; but in a Pleurify there are no ſuch ſymptoms; 


for a Horſe in a Pleuriſy has his ears and feet always hot, and 
his mouth dry, and ſeems much in a Fever, and generally has 


a ſhort. 
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a ſhort Cough. In the firſt place bleed, and immediately put 


in two or three Rowels, then give him ſoft Emollient Clyſters; 
repeat the bleeding, and the Clyſters if needful. Then give 
as follow.

An ELECTUARY for the PLEURISY. 

Take Spermaceti, Nitre Salt, and Comfrey-root, of each 
one ounce, Oil of Anniſeeds, half an ounce, made up into an 
Electuary with Sirup of Marſh Mallows for one doſe. Give 


one doſe of the above every day, or according as ſymptoms 
may require the uſe of them. Diſſolve the above in a quart

A DECOCTION for the PLEURISY.

A DRINK for the PLEURISY.

Tour ſymptoms of a Hurt and Gravel in the Kidneys, and

thick with ſtreaks of blood, and ſometimes all blood, with a 
loſs of appetite and a ſtaring coat, with his belly tucked up to 
his back, and ſeems as if he was wrenched in the loins. If 
the above complaint ſeems dangerous, and there 1s an appear- 
ance of an inflammation: then bleed often in ſmall quantities,

Take four or fix unſlacked Lime Stones; put them into a

A BALL for a DIABETES. 


Take Sirup of Marſh Mallows one ounce, Lucatellus Balſam

With Diapente for one doſe: if the above caſe ſhould prove 


obſtinate, the above balls are to be continued once a- day for

A DRINK for a DIABET ES. 


Take Iſinglaſs one ounce and a half chopped ſmall, Gum 
Arabic one ounce bruiſed, then boil the above in two quarts 
of Sweet Milk until the whole are diſſolved together; give the 
above for one doſe.

Section, 20. 


Of the STRANGLES and DISTEMPER. 
A. L young Horſes and Colts are ſubject to the Singles: 
the ſymptoms of this diſorder are at the firſt ſtage, a Colt 
will ſeem to be dull and heavy in his eyes, with a ſtaring coat, 


and will ſingle by himſelf to ſome remote part of the paſture, 
alone, 
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alone, and will not follow his companions; and ſoon will ap- 
pear to ſwell about his jaws and glands; and at ſome other 
times will break out in blotches all over as a raſh, the ſame 
appearance all Horſes have, that are ſeized with the Diſtemper 
that has raged ſo long among Horſes in this kingdom. The 
above Diſtemper firſt appeared 1 in this kingdom, to the beſt of 
my memory, in the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
fifty, or fifty-one at furtheſt, and ſtill continues among Horſes 
to this preſent time: this Diſtemper in general contracts the 
muſcles and deprives them of true actions. Both of the above 
diſorders are to be treated much alike, and not to tamper with 
neither much in the medicine way. In the firſt ſtage of either 
of the above diſorders, immediately bleed plentifully ; but 


particularly obſerving not to bleed when the diſorder is tho- 


roughly grafted in the blood, for if they are bled in the height 
of the diſorder it is certain death. Then obſerve to give moiſt 
food, ſuch as ſcalded Bran and Oats, or boiled Barley or the 
like, but if coſtive which generally is the caſe, give ſcalded 
Rye inſtead of Oats with the Bran, and obſerve to ſupply 
them with Watergruel as often as you can: then obſerve the 
following directions. 


An OINTMENT for the STRANGLES. 


Take two large double handfuls of the Flowers of F oxglove 
bruiſed in a mortar, then add Hogs-lard ſix pounds, and boil 
them all together : let the Ointment ſtew over a ſlow fire for 
one hour; then ſtrain it off for uſe. Rub the ſwellings or 
tumors with the above Ointment once a-day ; it will mollify 
the tumor or abſceſs and bring it to a head: then when quite 
ripe, cut the abſceſs open, and heal them with the digeſtive 
Green Ointment for wounds in general, ſee page 81. But if 

25 yy * 
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the above caſe ſhould prove an inward ſore throat, and not 
the leaſt appearance of an abſceſs or ſwelling to form matter 
outwardly, make uſe as follows. Take of the above Oint- 
ment three ounces, Spirits of Wine and Camphire one ounce, 
and Spirits of Hartſhorn four drams, mixed together cold, rub 
the valve and glands well with the above and keep the part 
warm with a cap-hood, and. ſtuff the hood full in the inſide 
with hot horſe-muck, out of a horſe-mixen, once a-day. 


A WASH to Deſtroy FUNGOUS or PROUD FLESH in the 
above Wound if occafion be. 


Take one quart of ſtrong Lime Water, diſſolve therein three 
drams of Sublimate Mercury, and keep it in a bottle for uſe: 
waſh the wound with the above Fungous Water before every 
dreſling with the digeſtive Green Ointment; and if the kernels 
or tumors e the jaws and glands ſtill continue hard 
and gummy, make uſe of the Mercurial Quickſilver Ointment, 
ſee page 68, and rub it well in: repeat the ſame for a let. 
night once every day, and it will waſte the gummy parts fine. 
But if the fever keeps high, and there 1s a danger of ſuffocat- 
ing from the inflammation; then you muſt make uſe of ſome 
ſoft Emollient Poultice, ſuch as follows. 


A Valuable POULTICE for the STRANGLES. 


Take a large double handful of Wool, draw and open it 
well with your hands, then form 1t as a Wad; then put it into 
a frying-pan; add as much Hogs-lard as will make it mellow, 
then make the above hot together and apply it all round the 
Glands, and ſet on a Cap-hood over all, to keep it warm to 
the part. Repeat the above once a-day, until you ſee the 
tumor or abſceſs come to a head, then cut it open; then heal 
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and cleanſe the wound with the digeſtive Green Ointment, 
ſee page 81, then it would be proper to give the Alterative 


Powders, in all the Maſhes you give in the Strangles and the 
Diſtemper: a meat-ſpoonful to be given once or twice a- day; 
the Alte ative Powders are to be prepared as follows. 

3 The ALTERATIVE POWDERS. 

Take Liver of Antimony one pound and a half in very fine 


powder, Flour of Brimſtone half a pound, Nitre Salts half a 


pound, maxed all together, then put the whole into a bladder 
for uſe. But if the fever ſhould run high and contract the 


muſcles and render them ſhort of action, give as follows. 


| Take Diapente one ounce, Cream of Tartar half an ounce, 
Flour of Brimſtone one ounce, Nitre Salts one ounce, Liver 
of Antimony in very fine powder two ounces, Camphire two 
drams diſſolved in a little Spirits of Wine, then mixed all to- 


gether in a mortar and given for one doſe in a quart of Wa- 
tergruel; repeat the above for three or four mornings together, 
if occaſion may require the uſe of it, and at the ſame time if 
coſtive, give ſoft Emollient Clyſters, then if the running at 


the noſe ſhould continue longer than common, make uſe as 


follows.

Section, 21. 


Of BOTS and WORMS. 


1 Shall not pother the reader with chis, that, and the other 
ſort of Worms. So far as this, I have ſeen three different 
ſorts of Worms in the ſtomach and bowels of a Horſe when 
dead. The Bots are a ſhort thick trunch, much like unto a 
large Maggot full of weapons, and appear in the ſpring and 
| ſummer time of the year to ſtick to the outſide of the funda- 
ment, and ſeveral of them come off that way ; and there are 
other ſorts of Worms which are called the red ſmall Needle 
Worms, and the great long Stomach Worms. I have ſeen a 
Horſe convulſed from the effect of Worms, to ſuch a degree, 
that the poor creature ſoon ended in death, and when dead, 
the Bots were found to have eaten the ſtomach quite through 
in ſeveral places into holes; at the ſame time had galled the 
inſide of the ſtomach quite raw. And what is proper to de- 
{troy the one, will deſtroy all the other ſorts of Worms. 


When a Horſe has Worms, they will ſtick to the outſide of 
the fundament, and there will appear a white matter or a 
milky-like dry ſubſtance on the outſide of the fundament.— 


When a Horſe has a fit from the effect of Worms, he will 
ſtamp 
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ſtamp his feet to his belly, and lie down and ſoon ſtart up 
again, and will not roll on his back like a Horſe in a fit of the 
Gripes: and at ſome other times he will tuck himſelf up all of 
a ruck, much like unto a cowed fighting-cock. Alſo, will 
appear at ſome other times different ſymptoms; that is, he 
will inſtantly be pierced in the ſtomach, as if he was ſuddenly 
ſeized with a violent cramp in the ſtomach and ſo-forth. 


1435 For BOTS or WORMS. 
At firſt when you ſee a Horſe have a fit from the effect of 
Worms, take a quart of blood from him; catch the blood, 
and add a full handful of Common Salt to the blood and give 
it as a drink: the above will eaſe him tor that preſent time, 
then give as follows. 


To Deſtroy WORMS in the following eaſy Method. 


Take new Milk one quart, Honey half a pound ; diſſolve 
the above together.

Take Barbadoes Aloes one ounce, Cream of Tartar half an 
ounce, Diapente one ounce, Salt of Tartar one dram, Calomel 
that has been well prepared one dram, Race Ginger one dram 
in powder, and Oil of Anniſeeds forty drops, made up into a 
ball, with Sirup of Buckthorn for one doſe. 'The above to

of it. Do not ſtir the Horſe out during the time this phyſic is

Of BROKEN-WINDED HORSES. 


1 Will not ſet down the particular ſymptoms of this incurable 


diſorder, as it is ſo well known to all men that have had 
the leaſt of practice among Horſes; neither ſhall I boaſt or 
pretend to cure the above; however, Horſes ſeldom become 


Broken-winded until they are full aged, that is, fix or ſeven 
years old: I cannot give any reaſon why a Horſe ſhould fail at 


that age. But this, I know, that when a Horſe comes to his 


full age, he is furniſhed in all his make, and becomes full in 


his muſcles, and full grown in all his whole frame, both 
within and without, and for this reaſon the lungs have not the 


uſual liberty to move and act, as they had when the Horſe 


was young, and thriving, and if a purſive Horſe takes the leaſt 
of cold, his lungs will ſwell, as if his cheſt would not contain 
them, alſo, has great difficulty in breathing and ſo-forth. But 
however I will lay down ſome uſeful incthods for to keep a 


Broken-winded Horſe eaſy, and to do a deal of * with _ 


pleaſure; which are as follow. 


Horſes that are „ e cue to be bled once a fort- 


night or three weeks at furtheſt: obferve at the ſame time to 


ſprinkle all his Hay with Spring Water, and to wet all his 
Corn with old Lant; alſo, repeated Rowels are of great ſervice 
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to aſſiſt and relieve Thick-winded Horſes, that is, to keep one 
conſtantly in, it matters not where; and by theſe means you 
may keep a purſive Horſe eaſy; but if the complaint ſhould 
become more troubleſome, make ule as follows.

Take two moderate ſized Heads of Garlic picked clean, 
bruiſe them in a mortar, and boil them in a quart of Sweet 


Skim Milk, with four ounces of Honey, then add Anniſeeds 


in powder two ounces, then give the whole as a drink. Give 


the above every morning for a fortnight together; walk him 


out after each doſe for an hour, keep warm and give warm 
Water and Maſhes during the time you give the drinks.

Take Calomel that has been well prepared from one dram 
to two, Bracken's Cordial Ball one ounce, ſee page 28, and 
Diapente one ounce, mixed together and made up into a ball 
with Honey.

The following is proper to be given after a Horſe is taken

Take the Roots of thlypody of the Oak, a Call 1 a 
cleanſe them, and bruiſe them in a mortar; then add to the 
Roots, half an ounce of Oil of Spikenard, mix them together 
in a mortar; then wrap the Roots and Oil up in a linen cloth, 


and tie them to the middle part of a ſnaffle- bit; then in the 


morning faſting, put the ſame bridle-bit in the Horſe's mouth 
and ride him gently for an hour; then bring him in and give 
him two hornfuls of White Wine and Honey made hot to- 
gether; then let him faſt for an hour; then give him a warm 
Maſh: then his Hay. Obſerve to give in the above caſe 
warm Water during the whole time. The next morning re- 
peat the ſame, as above directed, and ſo continue for twelve 
mornings together, the ſame Roots and Oil will ſerve for the 
whole time.

Tur. ſymptoms of a Surfeit are, a Horſe will have a foul 
ſtaring coat, and ſeem to be open, and full of ſcales and 


ſcurf, and ſome times with ſmall lumps and blotches all over 


his body, and itches much with a wet humor attending the 


parts; at ſome other times wall fly to the Withers, and the 
violent itching and heat, will cauſe the Horſe to rub, and 
ſcrub ſo much as to bring on a great inflammation, and will 


cauſe the part to be ulcerated, and will become dangerous, 


and ſome times will fall down into his limbs, and if not care 
taken, will ſoon become a F arcy, Or a moving Lamenels, firſt

weaker, I added more Hogs-lard to it. But in ſome ſharp 


humors in the ſkin, ſimilar to the above caſe, I recommend 
to make uſe of the Alterative Powders, ſee page 535, and to 


the ſame quantity there directed, add thereunto Athiops 
Mineral four ounces, mix the whole well together. And ob-

there ſhould be an appearance of an inflammation in the 
bowels; 
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bowels; then make uſe of the following Clyſter. Take Sena 
two ounces and boil it in two quarts of ſoft Water for half an 
hour ; then ſtrain it off, and add to the decoction, Common 
Treacle one pound and Sweet Oil half a pint; then for ule. 

The above Clyſter to be repeated three times a-day, or as 
| occaſion may require the uſe of it. In the recovery of the 
above it would be very proper to give a gentle eaſy purge or 
two; as ſo, make uſe of the following. 


Take the Hiera Picra Spices, ſce page 18, from ſeven to ten 
drams, or one ounce and a half might be given or as the habit 
or ſtrength of the Horſe's body requires it: made up into a 
ball with Sirup of Buckthorn, for one doſe. The above will 
purge him mild and caſy. Obſerve to uſe the ſame precau- 
tions with the above, as you would with other purging phyſic 
in all reſpects.

Of GLANDERED HORSES. 


6 8 ſymptoms of this foul and incurable diſtemper, are 
at the firſt ſtage, a Horſe will ſeem to run at the noſe a 
thin wateriſh humor, and at the ſame time the Kernels under- 
neath and between the Jaws or Glands will ſeem to knot and 
ſwell; then ſoon will appear to run at the noſe a yellow or 
green ſtinking matter, and ſome other times will diſcharge a 
black matter, and if the caſe ſhould prove fo, all hope of a 
cure is over: and I do adviſe the owner to accompany no 
other Horſe with this, If he runs a black matter at the nole, 

| that 
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that is a ſure ſign that the griſtly honey- comb bones within 
the head are rotting and decaying daily, ſo there is no hope 
of a cure; if ſo, this diſtemper oft proceeds from a broken 
conſtitution, or by an ill-cured diſtemper, ſuch as Fevers, 
Farcies, Surfeits, or the ike; I always found it a good twenty 
to one againſt a cure. Although M. La- foſſe, and ſeveral other 
authors have given their directions and methods of trepanning, 
yet I have not ſeen nor heard of any Horſe that was trepan- 
ned, but what ended in death: however, I will agree with 
M. La-foſſe's judgment, in pointing out the true ſeat of the 
above diſorder, as I was an eye-witneſs to ſeveral Horſes in 
| this diſtemper, when dead I have diſſected the heads of them, 
and found the whole ſeat of the diſorder to be in the griſtly 
bones of the noſtrils and head adjoining to the brain, and 
found all that part quite rotten, and full of matter much of the 
cancerous kind; therefore there is no hope of a cure of ſuch. 
But however I will give you the following directions. That 
is, if you have to do with the above diſorder it muſt be 1 in the 
firſt ſtage of it. 


Firſt bleed, and keep warm; then make uſe of Scalded 
Bran with a very little Oats for Maſhes, with warm Water, 
and a little Sweet Hay, and no other kind of food, indulging 
him with gentle exerciſe all the while. Then fumigate his 
head three times a-day with hot Maſhes, then immediately 
after the fumigating or ſtimulating with the ſaid Maſhes; pour 
down each noſtril a very ſmall enn of the owing 
decoction. 


Take a full double handful of Roſemary, and boil 1t in four | 

quarts of Forge Watcr; then add Honey of Roſes half a pound 
and Sugar * Lead two ounces, boil the whole together, then 
ſtrain 
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ftrain it off for uſe. After you have made uſe of the "FROST 
make ufe of the following Spirituous Mixture, at the ſame

Take Spirits of Wine very ſtrongly camphorated two 
ounces, Spirits of Hartſhorn one ounce, Sweet Oil fix ounces, 
all mixed together.

Take Matthew's Pill four drams, ſee page 35, and Bracken's

Of a HORSE BURNT by a MARE. 


1 HE ſymptoms of the above are as follow, the Horlſe's 
penis and teſticles will ſwell, and the thin membrane of 

the yard or penis will ſeem to be galled in ſpecks and blotches, 
and for the moſt part will appear to hang out of the ſcrotum or 
ſheath, with a conſtant running or gleet at the end of the penis. 
Firſt bleed moderately, and repeat bleeding as ſymptoms re- 
quire; at the ſame time foment the penis and teſticles with any 
mild fomentation of herbs, boiled in Skim- milk and Water, 


three times a- day; then aſter each fomenting, give the yard a

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waſh with the following mixture. Take a quart bottleful of 
Spring Water, then add Sublimate Mercury two drams to the 
Water, then for uſe. Then immediately after the above waſh, 
make uſe of the following Ointment, 


Take Hemlock, Primroſe-leaves, and Allheal of each a 
double handful; bruiſe the above in a mortar, and boil them 
in two pounds of Hogs-lard; then ſtrained off for uſe. Liquor 
the penis with the above Ointment after every dreſſing with 
the former Waſh or Water, and obſerve to give Nitre Salts 
in all his common Water, that is, one ounce a-day ; then i in 
four days time make uſe of the following Purge. 


Take Sena one ounce, boil it in three half pints of Water, 
then ſtrain it off, and add Glauber's Salts two ounces, Cream 
of Tartar two ounces, Jalap one dram, Common Treacle half

To tale a MARE off her PRIDE or HORSING. 


Take the Herb Tanſy, a double handful chopped ſmall, put 
the whole into a Feed of Corn and give it her to eat; and it 
will take her off her Pride in one day and a night. As the 
above 1s worth notice I gave it a place here, as I could not ſo 
well place it in any of the other Sections. 


To make a MARE STAND to a HORSE. 

* irſt obſerve the Mare, to be half gone on her pride, if 
poſſible you can gueſs it ſo to be; then let the Horſe cover 

her four or five times in the ſpace of one day, and the laſt 
time ſhe is covered, open the neck- vein before the Horſe gets

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and when he is on and in action, let the Mare bleed plenti- 


fully; then immediately after give the following Drink. Take 


Skim-milk one quart and Common Allum.one ounce ; boil the

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f the ANIICOR. 


Ar E above diſorder is common to Horſes in parts abroad, 


but ſeldom here in England. I have feen and cured in 


my time, ſeveral of the ſame. The fymptoms of the above 


diſorder are thoſe of a ſlow fever, and commonly are coſtive 
in their bodies: if ſo, you muſt give foft mild Clyſters, and 
cooling ſoft Food with Nitre Salts mixed with all their com- 
mon Water. Then ſoon will appear at the point of the ſhoul- 
der adjoining to the neck-vein, or on the breaſt part, a large 


impoſthume tumor, which will appear to be very hard and 


bony, and will be apt to break inward, if not well encouraged 
with hot Poultices; and obſerve to rub the part well with 


 Hogs-lard, at all times, before you put the Poultice on; then L 


as ſoon as you find the Anticor to be fomewhat ſoft, you 


muſt open the part, which will be very deep. to get at, ob- 


ſerve to open it well downwards in order for a drain to diſ- 


charge the matter off, and there you will find a great quantity 


of matter of the chalkſtone kind to come qut. Then waſh the 
3 _ wound 
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wound withinſide, with equal parts of Oil of Turpentine, and 
Tincture of Myrrh with Aloes, mixed together in a bottle for 
uſe. Then treat the wound in all reſpects as a green wound 
or ulcer, as I have mentioned in the following Section. Then 
in the latter part or the recovery of the above diſorder, it 
would be very proper to give two or three doſes of mild

Section, 29. 
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Of WOUNDS in General 


IN all F reſh Wounds from a ſtake, or a cut by a weapon, 
in the firſt place, if a vein or artery ſhould be cut, and 
there ſhould much blood ſeem to appear, care muſt be taken 
to ſtitch or tie the vein or artery up, and obſerve to cloſe the 
edges of the wound together. On the other hand if the rind 
or rim of the belly ſhould be broken or burſt, and the bowels 
or gut ſhould come down, care muſt be taken to put the 
bowels up properly, and obſerve to ſtitch the rind up, and to 
apply proper pledgets and cloſe bandages to the part, and ob- 
ſerve not to open the wound but as ſeldom as you can; and 
always dip the pledgets that you lay next the wound in Spirits 
of Wine; then apply as follows. To all green wounds; firſt 
I ſay, to ſtop the blood, then proceed according to the fol- 
lowing directions. 


To flop Internal BLEEDING at the Noſe and 1 
Take the Juice of Green Nettles one quart, and if the blood 


comes from the N oſe, Pour down each noſtril four or five

Take Tincture of Myrrh with Aloes one ounce, and the 
ſtrong Tincture of Euphorbium half an ounce, mixed together 
for uſe: when uſed for a Foul Bone, dip a ſmall pledget of 
Tow in the above mixture, then apply it on the wounded 
Bone: then dreſs the wound up with the Mild Digeſtive Red 
Ointment, ſee page 89, and continue the above dreſſing until 
the Bone is Exfoliated clear off the part: then treat the wound 
as ſymptoms may appear. . 17 


A WATER to Deftroy PROUD FLESH. 


Take Corroſive Sublimate three drams, diſſolved in one 
quart of clear Lime Water; then for uſe. Waſh any wound 
with the above Water, and it will prevent Proud Fleſh from 
growing therein. 


To Stuff and Cleanſe a FOUL ULCER. 


Take Sublimate Mercury one dram, Oil of Vitriol two 
dirams mixed together in a bottle for uſe. When uſed, take a 
Butcher's Skewer and wrap the end of it with Tow and dip it 
in the above mixture, and trace the Ulcer well withinſide, and 
it will cleanſe and deſtroy an Ulcer in any part. Obſerve the 
above application is not to be repeated only once a week or 
nine days and no more. Uſe the above mixture ſparingly. 


The CAUSTIC PAPER to Throw out a CORE 
In any part; alſo is very proper to Core a Wen or any Oozy 
ſubſtance whatever; alſo is very proper to ſtop a Putriſied 
Vein that is going to mortify after bleeding. Take half a 
quarter of a ſheet of a News-paper, or Oozy Writing- paper, 
and ſpread it all over with Black Soap very thin, then ſprinkle

der; then roll the Paper up ſtraight and level, much like unto 
the ſhank of a tobacco-pipe, then for uſe. When uſed make.

bacco-pipe ſhank, juſt through the ſkin; then cut the Cauſtic 
Paper into ſmall pieces about one eighth of an inch long, then 


put one piece of the above Paper into each hole, then fill the 


holes up with Black Soap, and let the whole remain in until 
the Core begins to crack round, then ſcald the part with equal 


quantities of Black Pitch, Tar, and Tallow, made quite hot | 


together and then immediately poured into the wound; re- 


| peat the ſcalding every other day, until you ſee the wound 


in a good way for a cure, then Nature alone will perform the 
cure, and obſerve to let the Cores out of their own accord.

Of INFLAMMATIONS and MORTIFICATIONS. 


N Inflammation often proceeds from a ſevere wound ill- 

treated, or bad management; or when a wound has 
taken cold, or when improper digeſtives have been made uſe 
of, by ſome ignorant perſon; and if the above ſhould be the 
caſe, a Mortification will ſoon appear. The ſymptoms of a 
Mortiſication are as follow: the Inflammation will drop ſud- 
den, and aſſuage away from 'the place where the wound is; 


then the edges of the wound will feel cold, and there will ap- 
| pear to run a thin ſerum ſtinking Water from the wound: 


and 
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and if ſo, the ſymptoms of death will ſoon appear. Then on 
the other hand if a wound ſhould happen to a Horſe when his 
blood and juices are in a bad habit; let the wound be ever ſo 
light it generally proves mortal, let what will be done at it; 
but however ſymptoms might prove better; as ſo, make uſe 
immediately of the following Fomentation.

The FOMENTATION for an INFLAMMA TION. 


Take Marſh Mallows, Common Mallows, and Fox-gloves, 
Wormwood, Roſemary, Hemlock, Camomile, and St. John's 
Wort, of each a double handful; boil the above well in a 
ſufficient quantity of grounds of Beer and Old Lant: then 
foment the part well with the above; and after every foment- 
ing rub the part well with Spirits of Wine, and Camphire, to- 
keep the part warm: then immediately, give inwardly as 
follows. Take Jeſuit Bark and Nitre Salts of each half an 
ounce, and mix them together for one doſe. Give two or 
three of the above doſes every day, mixed in a quart of 

Watergruel. But if you ſhould judge the blood and juices to 
be in a very bad habit, give as follows. Take Turbith Mineral 
one dram, Diapente one ounce, and Caſtile Soap one ounce, 
made up into a ball with Honey for one doſe. Give the firſt 
ball as above- directed; but obſerve to give in the ſecond ball 
and ſo- forth, only half a dram of Turbith Mineral, in the en- 
ſuing doſes: the above to be repeated every other morning; 
and eight or ten of the above balls to be given. Keep warm, 
with Maſhes and warm Water during the whole time of the 
above ſymptoms, and make uſe of a looſe warm ſtable all 


the time. 
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An EMBROCATION for an INFLAMMA TION. 


Take Spirits of Wine one pint; diſſolve therein Camphire 
two ounces, then put the whole into a quart bottle, and fill 
the bottle up with the beſt ſharp Vinegar; then for uſe. 
Bathe the part with the above, three times a-day: or if the 
part will admit of bandages, make uſe of the Vegeto Mineral 
Water ; keep wet bandages, conſtantly to the part, that have 
been wetted with the Vegeto Mineral Water, which is pre- 


pared as follows. 
The VEGETO MINERAL WATER for an INFLAMMATION. 

Take the Extract of Saturn four meat-ſpoonfuls, and eight 
meat- ſpoonfuls of ſtrong Spirits of Wme {ſtrongly campho- 
rated, mixed together in a quart bottle, then fill the bottle up: 
with Spring Water, then for uſe. If the above doth not 
anſwer make uſe as follows. 


To Stop a MOR TIFICATION. 


Take Train Oil one point, Oil of Turpentine half a pint, 
Oil of Vitriol one ounce, and Aquafortis one ounce, mixed 
together for uſe: then immediately rub the above mixture 
on the part well with your hand, and if there be a wound, 
apply tents of the ſame application to it. The above will 
return a Mortification, in one dreſſing, i not too far- gone; * 
and ſeldom or ever fails a cure. 


4 POULTICE to Stop an ULCER or TUMOR; that is going 60

Take the beſt ſmall Cut Tobacco, and Birth-wort, of each 
two ounces in fine powder: moiſten the above with half a

If you ſhould want the Poultice larger, then double 
the quantities, and add to the above Poultice a very little 
Hogs-lard.

4 hd ſymptoms of the above are well known to all men 
that have had the leaſt of practice among Horſes; there- 
fore I think it needleſs to give a deſcription thereof.

| freſh Strains in the above part, firſt bleed in the Thigh Veins, 
then make uſe of the firſt Ball ſet down in the ſection upon 
hurts and gravel in the kidneys, ſee page 50, then imm&edi- 
ately make uſe as follows. Take Spirits of Wine, and Cam- 
phire, Spirits Sal Ammoniac, and Ointment of Marſh Mallows, 
of each two ounces, mixed together cold for uſe: then rub 
the part well with the above mixture; then apply on the part 
a freſh- ſtripped Sheep-ſkin, and lay it on the Loins immedi- 
ately whillt hot with the fleſhy ſide to the part; then bind and 
confine the Skin on the part for forty-eight hours; then 
repeat the ſame, as above directed in all reſpects, in forty- 
eight hours to come; ſo repeat according as you ſee occaſion. 
If the above doth not anſwer make uſe of the following. 


Take Hard Spring Water and daſh it upon the Loins, for

Of 7 SCAB or MANGE. 


HE Scab 1s well known to all men that bas bank the leaſt 
practice among Horſes, therefore its needleſs to give 
ee of it: but however, the caſe of the Scab is, if 
not catched from another Horſe, is generally from poverty 
and lowneſs of blood, and jn that caſe the pores of the ſkin 
are ſtagnated and void of perſpiration, which often is occa- 
ſioned, by being over-heated and too ſuddenly cooled, ſo the 
poor Horſe is certain to have a bad Surfeit, if not the Scab. 
As the above diſorder is a lurker in the fein. outward appli- | 
cations 
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cations are the chief cure; with the help of ſome inward 


medicines; which are to be given in the ane of the diſ- 
order. 


The OINTMENT for the SCAB or MANGE. 


Take Freſh Butter one pound, Venice Turpentine one 
ounce, Oil of Turpentine two ounces, Quickſilver four ounces, 
and Black Soap four ounces; mix the Quickſilver and both of 
the Turpentines well together in a mortar, until the Mercury 

diſappears to the eye, then add the Black Soap and Butter : 
obſerve to rub the Ointment a long time, until thoroughly in- 
corporated, then for uſe. Rub the Horſe all over with the 
above Ointment in the ſun or by a fire, and obſerve to rub 
the Ointment well in. The above quantity is ſufficient to 
_ dreſs two Horſes. Do not ſtir the Horſe out for four or five 
days, leſt the effect of the Ointment ſho I cauſe him to 


purge or flaver. 
Another OINTMENT" for the SCAB. 


Take ſharp pointed Dock-roots one pound, and boil them 
well in a quart of Vinegar; then bruiſe the Roots in a mortar, 
and pulp them through a hair: ſieve; then add to the pulp, 
Black Brimflone, Gunpowder and Glaſs powdered, of each 
ſour ounces, and Oil of Turpentine two ounces, mixed all 
together in a mortar, with as much Hogs-lard as will make 
the whole into a ſlippery Ointment, then for uſe. Dreſs and 
rub the Horſe all over with the above Ointment in the ſun or 
by a fire. Either of the above Ointments will cure the Scab 
or Mange. 


A MIXTURE to Waſh a SCORBUTIC SCAB. 
Take one quart of Lime Water, add to it Black Hellebore

of Antimony one pound, /Ethiops Mineral four ounces, Brim- 
| None and Nitre of each half a pound mixed together: give of 
the above powders two ounces every day on a Maſh of Bran 
and Oats. Then it will be proper to give a gentle purge or 
two after the above medicines are operated, I would recom- 
mend ſome of the Alterative Purges, ſee page 22. It the 
Horſe is of value I would adviſe the owner to get him into a 
Salt Marſh for a month in the ſpring of the year, which will 


renew and refreſh him much.. |

Of LICE and VERMINE. 


TAE the Mercurial Ointment, ſee page 68, and dreſs 
ſparingly with the Ointment underneath the mane and 
topping, and a dab here and there, or at leaſt where you fee 
moſt Lice and Vermine; do not rub much of the Ointment on, 
but rub it well in. Do not take the Horſe out for three or 
four days, leſt the effect of the Ointment ſhould cauſe him to 
purge or {laver.

times, that is, once a-day: the above is very ſafe to deſtroy 
vermine; and will cauſe a Horſe or Cow to thrive, and come 
on well after it; and is proper to waſh a Horſe with, after he 
is dreſſed with the Ointment for the Mange; it alſo, is proper 
to waſh a Horſe that is ſubject to wet itchings in the ſkin, or 


the dry Scurvy that cauſes a Horſe to itch, rub, and ſcrub, 


with wet blotches on the {ktn, that appear like unto a Tetter- 
worm.

And if the above doth not diſperſe the ſwelling you may de- 
pend that the . is collecting or forming matter underneath, 
and if ſo, you muſt open the part, the beſt way for a drain to 
diſcharge the matter off.

Of DISEASES of the EYES. 


A for Hurts or Bites and Wounds in the Eyes, they are 
all as accidents, and muſt be treated as ſymptoms ap- 
pear; but as for Rheums and Inflammations, they all proceed 
from the inſirmity of the Eyes: ſuch as Moon-eyes and Cata- 
racts. The Moon eyes are great ſtaring goggling Eyes, and 


as they are ruled by the ebb and flow of the Moon, they ſee 
better 
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better in a dark night, than they do in the clear day-time. 
And as for Cataracts or Gutta-ſerena; I will not pretend to 
have any thing to do with either of the above infirmities, but 
ſo far as this, I will venture to ſay that a Cataract and Gutta- 
ſerena, both end in blindneſs, and are incurable: but in the 
firſt ſtage of the above complaints, take blood, in all reſpects, 
more or leſs, according to the ſymptoms of the diſorder, then 
make ule as follows. 


For an INFLAMED HUMOR in the EYES. 


Take Skim-milk three half pints, Spring Water half a pint, 
and Brandy four meat-ſpoonfuls, mixed together for uſe.— 
When uſed, make the above hot, and bathe the Eyes well, 
three times a-day with it, and it will cool the inflammation. 
much. 

A Famous EYE-WA TER. 

Take Camphire one ounce, diſſolved in as much Spirits of 
Wine as will diſſolve it, and no more; then take White Sugar 
Candy and White Copperas, and Fine Honey, of each two 

ounces, Sugar of Lead one ounce, then put the whole into a 
large baſon, to which add one quart of Spring Water, then 
ſtir it for four days, four times a-day, then bottle it for uſe; 
and when uſed, ſhake the mixture well, and if uſed for a 
Humor in the Eye, add half and half of Spring Water to it; 
and if uſed for a Film, or Speck, make uſe of the mixture 
itſelf without Water; and when uſed only wet your finger 
and draw it over the Eyelids, and uſe no Linen-cloth to the 
Eye,

Take prepared Tutty one ounce, Blood-ſtone prepared two

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into a mortar, and mix it up into an Ointment, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of Viper's Fat, then for uſe. Dreſs the Eye 
twice a-day with the above Ointment, with a feather, and if 
the inflammation 1s great, wet four or five doubles of Linen- 
cloths, in the Vegeto Mineral Water, and keep the Eye 
covered with the ſame, and obſerve to renew and wet the 
cloths in the ſame Vegeto Mineral Water, four or ſive times 
a-day.

Take the Volk of two Eggs, Honey two ounces, and Bole 
Ammoniac three ounces, in fine powder, mixed together;

ſhould be any ſuperfluous ſkin remaining, pare it off cloſe to

are ſome people that make uſe of Ear- pieces and Engines, but

Of GELDING a HORSE. 


Firſt obſerve, when you mean to Geld a Horſe, that the 
ſigns are in the legs or feet; then get the Horſe properly caſt, 
then waſh and clean his ſheath, and liquor the part well with 
Gooſe Oil, then take one of the Teſticles up firm between 

your firſt finger and thumb, then bolt the Stone out of the 
Scrotum with your hot iron and make as wide an orifice as 
x 1335 * vou 
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you can; then fix your clams quite below the Teſticle, on 
the blood veſſels and ligament, then take the Teſticle off with 
your hot iron juſt one inch above the clams; then ſear the 
blood veſſels; but ſtrictly obſerving that your iron is not too 
| hot, and be ſure to ſtanch the blood: then apply on the veſſels, 
a little Gooſe Oil and ſear it in with your hot iron; then let 
go the blood veſlels by a little at a time to prove whether the 
blood is ſtanched or not, before you let them go for good. — 
Then do the ſame with the other Teſticle in all reſpects : then 
melt with the hot iron half a pint of Gooſe Oil, and pour half 
of it into one orifice and the other half into the other orifice, 
then give the Scrotum a ſhake; then put into each orifice a 
piece of fat Bacon, the ſize of a large Egg, then ſtitch the 
Scrotum acroſs to keep the Bacon in: then untie the Horſe 
and get him into a looſe warm ſtable, and obſerve to indulge 
him with Maſhes and warm Water, and gentle walking exer- 
- Ciſe, but do not take him out of the ſtable until the third day, 
obſerving not to touch the Wounds with any * at all, 
but what is above- mentioned. 


The Method of FIRING or SCORING. 


That man that doth this work, always ought to ſearch the 
parts where the operation 1s intended to be, whether the part 
is fit for the reception of the fire, and clear from being gum- 
my, and if ſo, the fire will have the better effect. Then I ſay 
if a Spavin, or Curb, or Ringbone, or Whirlbone, or Back- 
finew, or the Vives, or any other part require firing, apply 
the iron on according as the part requires, and N to 
draw the lines level and true, near half through the {kin, but 
ſtrictly obſerving not through the ſkin, and always keep the 
lines or ſcores about three parts of an inch diſtant from each 


other 
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other, and ſo do the work as artful as you can; then apply on 
the part, the Bliſter after Firing, ſee page 109, then tie the 
Animal up four days and nights; then turn him into a looſe

Of LAMENESS, STRAINS or BRUISES in the SHOULDER, 
 WHYRLBONE, STIFLE, HOUGH, or KNEE. | 


PEST of the general ſymptoms of Lameneſſes in any of 
1 the above parts. Severe Lameneſſes in any of the above 
parts, are very eaſy to be found out, but ſlight Lameneſſes 
in ſome parts are rather nice to be pointed at, but however, 
1 will endeavour to give an account of what ſerved. me on 

ſuch occaſions. 


Firſt, the ſymptoms of 1 in the Fore- foot, if a Horſe 
is lame in the Fore- foot, he will point out the Foot as he treads 
and never drag his toe, and will put his Foot ſtraight out, and 
defend or tread very tender. On the other hand if a pain in 
the Foot, and you cannot find it out, put the Foot into a pail 
of Water for half an hour, then take it out of the Water, and 
watch diligently which part of the Foot becomes dry ſooneſt : 
the part that dries ſooneſt is that where the pain lieth. The 
Tame ſymptoms as the Fore-foot, the Coflin and Paſtern have 
in their appearances in going or treading. 


The 
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The ſymptoms of a Lameneſs in the Knee are, a Horſe will 


go with a ſtiff Knee, and the Knee will ſeem to knuckle or 
project forward, and if badly relaxed, a ſevere inflammation 
will attend the part, and his appearance in going will be, to 
tuck his two Hind-legs and Feet quite forward underneath his 


weight, and ſo hanch forward and defend upon the ſound 
Fore-leg, with his lame Knee projecting forward, and his toe 


ſeemeth always to hang back. 


The ſymptoms of Lameneſs in the Elbow are, a Horſe will 
be exceeding ſtiff and lame, and- appear in his way of going 


to form a half: circle, 5 outwards with his Foot every 


ſtep he goes. 


The ſymptoms of Lameneſs in the Shoulder are known, by 
the Horſe not pointing out his Leg and Foot, and appears 
always to tread ſhort; and if the Lameneſs is great, he will 
drag his toe along the ground every ſtep he goes; and if he is 
turned ſharp round to the lame: ſide it will almoſt throw him 
down if not quite; and if both Shoulders, are afflicted, then 
humors generally attend the Cheſt and Shoulders, and he will 
appear to ſtammer and ſtumble much like to a dog that is 
ſhook in the Shoulders. 


The mptouns of a Lameneſs in the Hough are very viſible, 
as the Hough generally will ſwell upon the leaſt relaxation or 
Sprain, and if perſevered with work, the above caſe will bring 
on a ſevere inflammation. f 


The ſymptoms of a Lameneſs in the Stifle are, the Stifle 
will ſwell if badly relaxed; and the Stifle. joint will project 
and knuckle forward, and he will tread very ſhort and juſt 

„ touch 
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touch the ground with his toe, and will not ſet his heel down 
at all. 


The ſymptoins of a Lameneſs in the Whirlbone and Hip 
are, if a ſevere Lameneſs in either of the above parts it is very 
eaſy to find it out, but if a ſlight Lameneſs it is as difficult. 
The method to find out Lameneſs in the above parts is, to let 
a Horfe walk and trot for half an hour, then obſerve ſtrictly 
as he moves, and you may ſee him tread with a caſt, ſhelving 
_ outwardly with his toe; and appear to take ſhort ſteps, and 
tread upon the inſide "uy and defend quick and ſhort with 


the ſound es. 


Firſt, for freſh Strains i in any of the above parts, make uſe 
of cither of the Koc Embrocations.

both of the above infirmities make a Horſe very ſtiff and 
clumſy. 


A Valuable OIN IMENT for the MALLENDERS. 


Take Hogs-lard two ounces, put the above on a Slate, and 
drop by degrees on the Lard, Oil of Vitriol, and ſo drop 
more Oil and keep mixing it together with a knife; ſo add 
more or leſs Oil to the Lard until it comes to a dark grey 
Ointment, then for uſe; then rub the part once a- day juſt on 
the ſpot of the Mallenders; rub it well in and it will kill the 
humor. | 


The above is a valuable Ointment for a Horſe that hits one

PLENTS are hard Excreſcences on the inſide of the Fore- 


legs, I have oft ſeen Splents among a ſtock of young Colts, 
and ſeldom ſaw a yearling Colt but what had Splents more or 


leſs, yet the Splents would waſte quite away by the time they 


came to be three years old, with a very little trouble; but if 
Splents ſhould happen to an old Horſe, there muſt be applica-· 
tions made uſe of and care taken to reduce them. 5 


As for Curbs, they are a ſoft oozy relaxation on the hind 
part of the joint, below the ball of the Hough, and are ſo 
common to young Horſes, that they will frequently put up a 
Curb in the time of breaking. A freſh Curb is ſoon cured if 
taken in time, and on the other hand, if of old ſtanding, and 
has been often relaxed it is as obſtinate. N 


For a Freſh RELAXED CURB. 


Take Spirit of Sal Ammoniac one ounce, Oil of Origanum 


half an ounce, mixed together; rub the Gurb part well with 


the above once a-day, for a week or nine days, which will 
reduce any freſh Curb if repeated. 


If the above ſhould be applied for a Splent, then add one 
dram of Euphorbium; but obſerve to ſoften the Splent with

THE above infirmities are common to Horſes of all ages: 
a Spavin 1s a hard Excreſcence which appears on the in- 
ſide of the Hough-joint; and the Ringbone is a hard Excreſ- 
cence on the Inſtep, ſometimes: on the Inſtep of the Fore-foot, 
and other times on the Inſtep of the Hind- foot; and both of . 
the above infirmities cauſe a Horſe to be very ſtiff and lame; | 
particularly at ſetting out for a journey or elſewhere; although 
they are both common to Horſes, they often proceed from 
hard work and relaxation of the parts; therefore I would ad- | 
| viſe, that all moderate and mild applications ſhould be made ; 
uſe of at firſt, ſuch as mild Bliſters and the like; and if a | 
| Spavin ſpreads wide, and ſeems to be inflamed around the 
joint, make uſe of the Mild Bliſter, ſee page 108, and ap 
it all around the joint; and repeat it according as the _ 
quires the ufe of it; but do not repeat it until the inflamma- 
tion is quite abated; but if a Spavin is fixed on the uſual ſpot 
of the joint, make uſe of the ſecond Bliſter for a Bone-ſpavin, 
ſee page 111, and repeat it as occaſion may require the uſe of 
it, but not to be repeated until the inflammation is - 


abated. 


For SPLENTS, SPAVINS or RINGBONES. | 


Take Egyptiacum two ounces, Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, Oil

Take White and Yellow Arſenic of each half an ounce in 
fine powder, Black Soap one ounce and a half, Oil of Vitriol

vin, fewer drops may do; when it begins to crack around the 
ſides, anoint the part with Train Oil made hot, then dab it on 
with a feather, then puff the part with Bole Ammoniac, and ſo 
repeat as occaſion requires it. The two latter applications will 
cauſe a core to come out of any part that they are applied to; 
then obſerve to give proper time for the part to cool and heal

of BLOOD or BOG-SPAVINS. 


HE Blood-ſpavin is a dilatation or ſwelling of a Vein on 

the inſide, or hollow of the Hough; or in plain terms 
where a Vein expands itſelf to a greater bulk than common 
and if ſo, the above infirmity will ſoon become an oozy, foft, 
fungous ſubſtance, and will cauſe a Horſe to go very lame; 
and on the other hand, I have known the above infirmity to 
proceed from their parentage, either from the Horſe or the 
Mare, or both of them; therefore, I would adviſe that no 
Gentlemen will breed out of ſuch as them. 


To Eaſe a BLOOD-SPAVIN for the preſent Time. 
Take the Gall-embrocation, ſee page 127, and rub the part 
well with it; and it will give eaſe, until ſuch time you have 
an opportunity to take up the Veins; then proceed as follows. 

| For a BLOOD-SPAVIN. 
In the firſt place, let the Vein be taken up by ſome {kilful 
hand, above and below the Hough-joint; then bathe the Spa- 


vin part only, with the following mixture.

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Take Old Verjuice and Oak Bark, and boil them together, 
then add Bole Ammoniac two ounces to every quart of Ver- 
Juice and Bark; then bathe the part with the above, cold,

about three parts of an inch diſtant from each other, and juſt 
as deep as the preſſure of the iron cauſes the part or ſcores to 
look quite yellow; then apply the Bliſter after Firing on the 
part, and at the ſame time make uſe of a looſe {table for three 
weeks, then turn him to Graſs for two months or longer. 


But if a Blood-ſpavin or Thorough-pin on the Hough part, 
ſhould prove obſtinate, make uſe of the Bliſter for a Let-down 
Sinew, ſee page 109, obſerving the precautions there given, 
in all reſpects. 


For a SINUS on the HOUGH. 
Take ſtrong Spirits of Wine four ounces, Camphire one 
ounce, Spirit of Sal Ammoniac two ounces, the Extract of 
Saturn two ounces, mixed together; rub the Sinus well twice 


| a-day. The above if repeated will ſhrink any Sinus on the 
Hough or elſewhere.

Of STRAINS in the BACK SINEWS. 
HE above accidents are common; and all men that have 
had the leaſt practice among Horſes, muſt without a 
doubt, be well acquainted with the ſymptoms thereof; there- 
fore, there is no need of further explanation; but ſo far, I 
would adviſe that all freſh Sinew-ſtrains ſhould be treated, at. 
firſt, with mild applications; and ſo continue until the inflam- 
mation is quite abated; as ſo, proceed as follows. 


In the firſt place take blood from the Spupn- vein in the toe; 
catch the blood, and add to it a handful of Common Salt, 
then bathe the Sinew well with the Blood and Salt; the next 


morning make uſe of the allowing mixture. 


An EMBROCATION for a Freſh STRAIN in the SINEWS. 


Take Strong Verjuice one pint, Spirits of Wine half a pint, 
Camphire one ounce, diſſolved in the Spirits, Spirits of Hartſ- 
horn one ounce, Bole Ammoniac three ounces, all mixed 
together; rub the part once a-day and bind it up with a Flan- 
nel Roller.

For an Obflinate STRAIN in the 'SINEWS. 

Take the Black Oils, ſee page 130, and make uſe of them, 
as the latter directs you in all reſpects. The above Oils ſel-

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For obſtinate Strains of Sinews, I have recommended the 
four laſt applications, which are very ſtrong, and much of the 
bliſtering kind; and I ſhall only add one more of the kind,

Take Deers Suet four ounces, Bees-wax two ounces, Sweet 
Oil half a pint, and Lapis Calaminaris two ounces in fine 


powder, all melted together over a ſlow fire, and then ſtirred 


until almoſt cold; then add Camphire four drams diſſolved in 


a little Spirits of Wine, then ſtirred all together until quite 
cold, then for uſe. The above 1s a good Cerate. 


A COOLING HEALING EMBROCATION for the HEELS. 


Take Spirits of Wine two ounces, diſſolve therein as much 
Camphire as the Spirits will diffolve, the Extract of Saturn 


one ounce and a half, Sweet Oil ſix ounces, mix all together 


in a bottle for uſe; and when the Legs are clean and dry, 
ſhake the mixture well, then apply ſome of the above mixture. 
to the Heels with your fingers at any time; the above is very 
cooling and healing, to torn and ſcratched Heels and Legs, 


after a hard day s hunting or the like. 


The COMMON HEEL-OIN TMEN T. 


Take Plantane Leaves, Allheal and primroſe Leaves of each 
a full handful, bruiſe the above in a mortar ; then add Mutton 


Suet and Train Oil of each one pound; melt and ſtew the 


above all together over a ſlow fire, then ſtrain it for uſe, then 
put the above Ointment into a pot, and ſtir it until quite cold. 


The above is a good Common Heel-ointment, and may be 


made uſe of as the latter Ointments are recommended in all 


reſpects; when a Horſe is dreſſed up clean and dry, rub ſome 


of the above Ointment into the Heels, and it will keep them 
mellow and ſl upple. 
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For HORSES HEELS that are Burnt in the Lime. 
Take Common Linſeed Oil one pint, Sugar of Lead five 
ounces, diſſolved in five ounces of the beſt ſtrong Vinegar, 
Spirits of Wine three ounces, Camphire one ounce diffolved 
in the above Spirits, all mixed together in a mortar, then for 
uſe; then dab and ſmear the Heels at a night, after they have 
been waſhed clean and is become dry. 


Of a CANCEROUS HUMOR on the LEGS and HEELS. © 
35 above is a ſharp, raſh Humor, that ſpreads from the 
Knee downwards all along the Legs, of a thick hard dry 
ſcurf; and as the above diſorder is not common, neither did 
I ſee any of the above diſorder, but very ſeldom in this 
neighbourhood ; I have brought ſeveral lots of young Horſes 
from Yorkſhire, and to the beſt of my memory I never 
brought any from that quarter, but what had more or leſs.of 
the above diſorder ; therefore I thought it proper to mention 
it here; as ſo, make uſe of the following Ointment. 


The OIN TMENT for the above. 


Take the Herb Hemlock, the deadly Night Shade, Platine, 
Allheal, Primroſe Leaves, Dwarf Elder, Groundſel, Crowfoot, 
and the ſharp-pointed Dock-root, of each a full handful, all 
| bruiſed together in a mortar; then ſimmer the whole over a 
flow fire, with five pounds of Freſh Butter without Salt, for 


an hour * then ſtrain and preſs the Ointment out for 
| uſe; 
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uſe; rub the parts afflicted once a-day with the above Oint- 
ment; I could not manage the above diſorder until I contrived 
the above. Ointment. They ſay in Yorkſhire, that the above 
diſorder proceeds from a venomous herb, that grows in their 
paſtures. The above Ointment, being made uſe of, as above 
directed, will kill the humor, and heal and clear the ſcurf off 
the part. | |

Of QUITTER BONES. 


PHE above is an Ulcer, or Cavity, larger or leſſer accord- 

ing to the ſize of the Quitter; full of Ulcers Hike unto a 
Rabbit's burrow; the general cauſe thereof, is an accident, or 
a violent cruſh, ſtab, or wound of ſome kind on the coronet 
part of the Foot, ſometimes on the inſide, and ſometimes on 
the outſide of the Foot; and if a freſh cruſh or ſtab on the 
coronet, and the part is become a ſpungy ſoft ſubſtance, 
which commonly is the caſe; and if ſo, make ule of the fol- 
OR Sucking Plaiſter. 


Take Soft Soap and Common Salt of each the ſame quantity, 
mixed together in a mortar for uſe. Apply a thick Plaiſter of 
the above on the part; and repeat four or five of the above 
Plaiſters, one every other day; the repetition of the above 
will burſt the part open, and ſuck the venom out; but ſome- 
times in the firſt dreſſing, I add to the above Plaiſter a very 
little Quicklime, in powder, when I mean to make it ſtronger, 
in order to throw out a core; then make uſe of the following 


mixture to heal it. |

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The MILD QUITTER OILS. 


Take Spirits of Wine one ounce, Oil of Turpentine one 
ounce, Egyptiacum one ounce; Red Precipitate one dram, 


and Aquafortis half an ounce, Oil of Vitriol two drams; firſt 
mix the Egyptiacum and the Precipitate together in a mortar; 
then add the others and mix them all together for uſe; and 
when uſed after the above Plaiſter; dip a pledget of Tow in 
the mixture, and dab the part and tie the ſaid pledget to the 


wound; and repeat the ſame once a-day; the above will heal 
the part firm; and if the above fails a cure, make uſe of the 


Strong Mitter Oils, as follows.

If the above applica- 
tion ſhould dry the part too quick, leave of rubbing, then 
the above will prove a cure, and if not, make uſe of the fol-

For a LARGE QUIT TER-B ONE. 


Ahe Quitter ſeems in a dangerous way, firſt unſole the 

Foot; but if a moderate ſized Quitter you need not take the 
ſole out, but obſerve to pare and dreſs the Foot underneath 
very thin, then take the horn or huſk-part of the Foot away, 


oppoſite the end . of the Quitter, ſo that the ſhoe. doth not 


reſt

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reſt on the Foot-part oppoſite the Quitter; then ſet on a Bar- 
| ſhoe, and proceed as follows. 


Firſt clip away the hair off the part, then take a ſtiff blunt 
Butcher's ſkewer, and thruſt it into the bottom of every foun- 
tain of the Quitter, ſo that you provoke the ulcer or wgund 


to bleed much; then lay in each fountain a ſmall Tent of Tow 


dipped in Double Aquafortis, then ſet the Foot down to the 
ground for two or three minutes, then draw out the Tents; 
then ſet in freſh Tents dipped in the ſame, which are to re- 
main in; then obſerve to rub on, and around the part a little 
Oil of Turpentine, then rub on a very little Aquafortis, and 
fo continue rubbing firſt the one, and then the other, for five 
or ſeven times each, according to the ſize of the Quitter; be- 


ginning with the Oil of Turpentine and end with. the Aqua- 


fortis; then heat the Quitter-part with a hot flat-iron at a 
proper diſtance, until the Quitter ſeems to turn yellow. Keep 
the Horſe in for a-day and a-night; and then turn him to 


Graſs; and in four days time ſcald the part with equal quan- 


tities of Black Pitch, Tar and Tallow, made quite ſcalding hot 
together, then immediately poured into the wound out of a 
ladle; and repeat the ſcalding three or four times, once every 
other day. The above method properly obſerved will cure 


moſt Quitters whatever; do not ſuffer the wound to be dreſſed 


with no other application. The above ſeldom fails a cure if 
properly obſerved. - It never failed me on the above occaſion. 


For an Obſtinate PETRIFIED QUITTER-BONE, that has 
been badly Managed. 


Firſt unſole the Foot, then dreſs and pare the Foot as I have 


directed i in the latter; then clip away the hair off the part, 
then

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then fire the Quitter, after the following. 8 or PEO 


"A fare the Half-moon figure almoſt through the kin, 


and the ſpecks within the circle muſt be burned quite through 
the ſkin with an iron much the ſhape of a tobacco-pipe's 


ſhank, then put into each hole the ſize of a ſmall pea of Subli- 


mate Mercury, wrapped in Soft Paper; then cover the part 
with Black Pitch and a very little Tallow made warm together, 


and laid on in the form of a Charge; bind it cloſe to the part 
for four days; then cut the ties or bandages off, and let the 
Charge drop off, of itſelf; when the part is cracked around, 


and the core is almoſt out, ſcald the part with equal parts of 

Black Pitch, Tar, and Tallow, made quite ſcalding hot to- 
gether, and immediately poured into the wound; the above 
ſcalding to" be repeated twice a-week. The above method 


properly obſerved will promote a cure. 


To Deſtroy an ULCER that Remains in a OUI TTER-BONE. 


Take Oil of Vitriol two drams, Sublimate Mercury in fine 


powder one dram, mixed together in a ſmall wide-mouthed 


bottle for uſe; and when aked, ſhake the above well together, 


then take a blunt Butcher's ſkewer and wrap the end round 


with Tow, then dip it in the above mixture, and thruſt it into 


the bottom of the Ulcer, and trace the Ulcer round within- 
de. The above will deſtroy any Ulcer. The above applica- 
tion is not to be repeated for nine days to come; the above 


dreſſing will cauſe the part to diſcharge much. 


Section, 
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of OVER-REACHES or FRESH STABS on the CORONET- 
PART of the FOOT. 


\VER-REACHES are a catch from the Hind-toe to the 
Cap of the Heel of the Fore-foot, ſo bad at ſometimes 
that the Cap of the Fore-heel is quite ſheared off, by the tread 
of the Hind-toe; and if freſh, make uſe as follows, firſt ob- 
ſerving to cut the flap off the part. 


Tor a FRESH OVER- REACH. 

Take Spirits of Wine and Oil of Turpentine of each one 
pint, and Colcothar of Vitriol four ounces in very fine pow- 
der, all mixed together for uſe; when uſed, dip a pledget of 
Tow in the above mixture, and dab the part well with it; 
then bind the ſaid pledget to the wound, and repeat the ſame 
twice a-day; and let the Horſe ſtand in for ſix or eight days; 
the uſe of the above will cement and heal the part firm, if 

applied as above-mentioned. Obſerve to ſhake the mixture 
well when uſed. 


Alſo for an OVER-REACH. 
Take Verjuice one quart ; drop into it Oil of Vitriol one 
ounce, mix the above firſt together, then add Red Precipitate 
ſix drams, and Egyptiacum four ounces; mix, the two laſt 
articles well together in a mortar, then add Tincture of Myrrh 
with Aloes four ounces, then mix the whole together for uſe ; 
ſhake the bottle well when uſed; then dip a pledget of Tow in 
the above mixture and dab the part, then bind the ſaid pledget 
to the part; repeat the above twice a-day, and keep the Horſe 


in for five or fix days, 
Pp For 
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For an Old OVER- REACH, STAB, or TREAD, on the 
CORONET-PART, that is ULCERATED. 


In the firſt place dip a ſmall pledget of Tow in Butter of 
Antimony ; then thruſt the pledget into the bottom of the 
Ulcer with a Probe, then directly take it out, and put a freſh 
pledget of the ſame in, and there let it remain; then imme- 
diately apply the following Sucking Plaiſter. 


Take Soft Soap and Common Salt, of each the ſame quantity 


mixed together in a mortar to a Plaiſter; repeat five or ſix of 
the above Plaiſters, one every other day ; and when the Ulcer 
is clear at the bottom, make uſe of the following mixture. 


Take Egyptiacum three ounces, and Red Precipitate three 
drams, mixed together in a mortar ; then add Spirits of Wine, 
Oil of Turpentine, and Aquafortis, of each one ounce, and 
mix the whole together for uſe; when uſed ſhake the bottle 


well, and dab the part once a-day, with a pledget of Tow 


dipped in the above mixture; then bind the ſaid pledget to 
the part; obſerve to keep the Horſe in a looſe ſtable during 
the time of the cure. 
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| of SAND-CRACKS. 
AND- CRACKS, are ſmall Cracks on the inſide of Ss F oot, 


and ſometimes on the outſide of the Foot; and commonly 


crack downwards, through the Coronet-part, halfway down 
to the ſhoe; but moſt commonly happen on the inſide of the 


Foot; rather nearer to the Heel-part. The above generally 


happen to narrow wire-heeled Horſes ; alſo, there 1s another 
8 ſort 
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ſort of Sand-cracks, that appears on the fore-part of the Foot, 


and cracks down from the Inſtep-part of the Coronet to the 


Toe; and is very wide, much like unto a Cow's claw; and 
both make a Horſe very lame. I have known Horſes to ſplit 
of Sand-cracks, in running a heat, or by ſweating upon hard 


ground, that you might have tracked them by their own 


blood; which made them unfit for buſineſs for ſome time; 


alſo hacks that travel upon hard dry roads, are equally ſubject 


to the above caſe; therefore make uſe of the following me- 
thods; firſt, pare and dreſs the Foot, underneath the tread of 
the Sand- crack, with a ſharp drawing - knife and raſp, and cut 


5 away the lips or edges of the Sand- crack, then ſet on a bar- 


ſhoe; and always obſerve that the huſk or horn of the Foot is 


taken away, oppoſite the tread of the Sand-crack, ſo that the 
ſhoe doth not reſt on, nor nigh that part; then on the Coronet- 


part acroſs the top of the Sand-crack, make three ſcores with 
the firing-iron. Then make uſe of the following mixture. 


A MIX TURE for a SAND-CRACK. 
Take Spirits of Wine and Oil of Turpentine, of each one 


pint, and Colcothar of Vitriol in fine powder four ounces, all 


mixed together for uſe; then dab the Sand-crack with a 
pledget of Tow dipped in the above mixture, and bind the 
ſaid pledget to the part; the above will kill and heal the 


Sand- crack. On the other hand, if the Vein ſhould happen 


to puff up in the {lit of the Sand- crack. make uſe of the fol- 
lowing mixture. . 


Take Tincture of Myrrh with Alon one ounce, and As 


fortis half an ounce, mixed together for uſe; and to be uſed 


in all reſpects as the latter directs you; or if the Sand-crack is 
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of an old ſtanding, and is hollow and ulcerated, pate the Foot 
as I have before directed, and ſet on a bar-ſhoe; * make 
uſe of the following mixture. 


A MIXTURE for an ULCERATED SAND- CRACK. 
Take Egyptiacum three ounces, and Red Precipitate three 
drams, mix the above together in a mortar, then add Spirits 
of Wine one ounce, Oil of Turpentine one ounce, and double 
Aquafortis one ounce, Oil of Vitriol two drams, all mixed 
together for uſe; dab the part once a-day with a pledget of 
Tow dipped in the above mixture, and bind the ſaid pledget 


to the part, and ſo continue, until the Sand-crack is killed, 


and begins to unite together at the Coronet-part; at the ſame 
time make uſe of a looſe ſtable, then make uſe of the follow- 


ing healing Plaiſter. 


A HEALING PLAISTER for a SAND-CRACK. 

Take Black Pitch and Bees-wax of each five ounces, Com- 
mon Tar, and Tallow of each one ounce, all melted together 
_ over a ſlow fire; then add Bole Ammoniac four ounces in 
fine powder, and ſtir the whole together until quite cold, then 
for uſe; ſpread ſome of the above on a pledg ene Tow, and 
bind it cloſe to the part; and repeat the ſame twice a-week; 


the above will heal the Sand-crack up firm. But if a Sand- 


crack happens on the Inſtep-part like unto a Cow's claw, you 


muſt open it as before directed; and obſerve to pare the huſk 


of the Toe as ſhort as you poſſibly can; then draw a deep 
groove, quite acroſs the Sand-crack juſt below the Coronet, 


with a drawing-knife, quite to the quick; then ſet on a bar- 


ſhoe; and obſerve to treat the above, as I have mentioned 
before, in every reſpect concerning a Sand-crack on the ſide 
of the Foot.

Of RUNNING THRUSHES i in the FROG of the FOOT. 


T* above is a rotten, feeding, ſtinking, ſharp Humor, or 
rather a cancerous Ulcer, that ſome Horſes are very 
ſubject to, that have narrow and ſteep Heels, and commonly 
are ſoft and ragged in the Frog- part; which make a Horſe go 
tender and lame. Nor is it proper to dry the Humor up at 
all times, for I have ſeen Horſes' that had Thruſhes in the 
Feet, which had been dried up too quick, and ſo the Humor 
returned up into the Eyes, and the Horſe thereby became 
blind. As ſo, make uſe of the tollowing fate method at firſt 
for a trial. 

Firſt of all cut and pare the rotten part of the Frog away; 


then thin the ſole of the Foot round the borders of the Frog; 
then waſh and dab the Foot withinſide and outſide, three 


times a-day with Old Lant warmed with a hot iron. The 


above application always ſerved my purpoſe; and obſerve at 
the ſame time to give a courſe of Pilling Balls, ſee page 27. 
But if the above ſhould prove obſtinate, you may make uſe 


as follows. If the Frog ſhould prove more ſpungy than com- 


mon, take Roman Vitriol two ounces, in very fine powder, Bole 
Ammoniac one ounce, in fine powder, mixed well together; 


then pare the rotten part of the Frog away; then ſprinkle the 


above powder on the part, and ſmear it on with your finger; 
then ſtop the Foot up with dry Tow. Repeat the above every 


other day. The above application will dry the part up, at 
the ſame time obſerve to give Pilling Balls for ſome time, or

A Dale MIXTURE for a Running THRUSH. 


Take Common Tar one pint, and Common Allum in fine 
powder three ounces, mixed together cold for uſe : ſpread a 
plaiſter of the above, upon Tow, and apply it to the part, and 
cover it up with dry Tow ; repeat the dreſling every other 
day; alſo, I will adviſe that all Horſes that are kept in the 
ſtable, if they are ſubject to Thruſhes; ſhould have their Feet 
well waſhed, within and without, three times a-day with Old 
Lant kept in readineſs for that purpoſe; and never greaſe a 
Horſe's Foot, but after a hard journey, and no other time, 
for greaſe is hurtful to the Feet of ſuch Horſes.

Of WOUNDS in General in the FEET. 

1 51 Feet are liable to be wounded from ſeveral weapons, 
ſuch as Nails, broken Glaſs-bottles, Stubs, Thorns, or 

the like weapons. If a Foot ſhould be wounded from any of 
the above weapons, firſt obſerve to open the part with a 
drawing - knife to the bottom, and be careful to take all the 
offender out; and if a Nail or any other weapon has wounded 
| Or 
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or injured the Coffin- bone, it muſt be opened to the Coffin, 
with an iron made 1n the half-moon form, like unto a Gouge- 
chiſel; and with the ſaid iron made quite hot, take as wide 
as a half crown piece of the fleſhy part away that lieth be- 
tween the Sole-part and the Coffin-bone; in order for an 
Exfoliation of the Bone, before any attempts of a cure; and 
as for the treatment of the above, I will endeavour to ſet all 
down ſeparately, with the method of unſoling the Foot, and 
| how to treat the ſame in every reſpect, as follows. —- 


| For a STAB of a NAIL on the ROAD by an ACCIDENT. 


If but a ſlight Wound, make uſe of the following mixture; 
firſt open the part a very little with a drawing-knife; then 
take Tincture of Myrrh with Aloes one ounce, and Aquafortis 
half an ounce mixed together for uſe; dab the part ſparingly ; 
then taper it with a hammer, to cauſe the mixture to pene- 
trate into the Wound. The above method always anſwered 
my purpoſe, when, at the ſame time, I had a long journey to

For a SEVERE WOUND in the FOOT. 


| Where the Coffin is fafe, and not injured, firſt open the 
part to the quick; then take a ſmall pledget of Tow dipped 
in Oil of Turpentine, and dab the Wound; then apply the 
ſaid pledget on the Wound, and lay upon that, another thick 
pledget of dry Tow; then on the dry pledget apply one 
ounce of the Digeſtive Green Ointment, ſee page 82, then

The Foot 
may be ſtopped up with the above after every dreſſing, if oc- 
caſion may require; after the uſe of the above method, and 
the Wound begins to incarnate, and the pain 1s abated, make 
uſe of the following mixture to heal the part up. 


The HEALIN * OOT-MIX PF URE. 


Take Egyptiacum one ounce, and Red precipitate one 
dram, mix the above together in a mortar; then add Spirits of 


Wine and Oil of Turpentine of each one ounce and Aquafortis 
half an ounce, all mixed together for uſe; dip a pledget of 
Tow in the above mixture and apply it on the Wound; repeat 
the ſame every other day, or as occaſion _ require the uſe 
of it.

The METHOD of UNSOLING the FOOT. 
Firſt pare the Foot underneath with a Butteris; then the 


pith will appear, between the ſole and the huſk as Nature or- 
| dained it: then take a drawing-knife and draw a groove 


around the Foot, and follow the Sith all around from Heel to 


Heel; obſerve to draw the groove quite to the quick, and be 


ſure to looſen the Heel-parts well; then preſs with your 


thumb on the groove or drawn-part, then you will find whe- 
ther it 1s ſufficiently weakened between the huſk and the ſole, 


and if you find the part quite at the quick, tie a Liſt tight

with Oil of Turpentine. Then take Venice Turpentine and 
Marſh Mallows Ointment, of each two ounces, mixed together 
cold for uſe; then ſpread the ſole-part of the Foot all over 
with the above Ointment, and lay a Bladder on the Foot; 
then ſet the ſhoe on the top of the Bladder, and ſtop the Foot 
up with dry Tow, upon the Bladder.

Take Oil of Otighiili and the Strong Tincture of Euphor- 
bium, of each one ounce mixed together; rub the Coronet- 
part all around with the above; and it will cauſe it to ſweat 
and ſcurf much; when the ſcurf comes clear off, repeat the 
lame again.

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To make a SHAT TERED BRITTLE FOOT Grow STRONG 
| and TOUGH. 


Take Oil of Amber, and Oil of Petre, of each one ounce,

Of HUMORS DROPPED into the FORE-FEET and LEGS 
by Hard TRAVELLING in Hot Dry SUMMERS, 
by Severity of Hard RACH-WORK. 


Hess are very ſubject to Humors in their Fore-feet 
and Legs; eſpecially when a Horſe is full in fleſh, juſt 
out of the dealer's Hands, or any other Horſe in the like cob- 
dition; and if a Horſe of the above kind is rattled along on 
the road, eſpecially when the ground is dry and hard, he will 


appear to the rider like a dog ſhook in the ſhoulders. Firſt 
_ take 
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take the four ſhoes off, and tack them on again with four nails 
{lack and eaſy. But ſhould the Coronet-part appear to iſſue 
cout a thin water reſembling blood and ſeem to cleave around 
between the hair and the hoof from the effects of ſevere work, 
make ule as follows. 


Rub the Coronets of the Fore-feet, with Oil of Origanum 
one ounce, and Tincture of Euphorbum one ounce, mixed 
together for uſe; at the ſame time ſtop his Fore-feet up with 
Tar, Tallow and Horſe Turpentine of each the ſame quantity 
made hot together, then make it into the conſiſtence of a Stop- 
ping with Wheat Bran; then obſerve at the ſame time to bathe _ 
his Fore-legs and Paſterns with Spirits of Wine half a pint, 

Camphire two ounces, and fharp Vinegar three half pints, all 
mixed together for uſe; bathe the Sinews and Paſterns with 
the above mixture, then ſwaddle the Legs up with Flannel 
Rollers; and obſerve to bleed and give a few Piſling Balls, ſee 
page 27, and make uſe of a looſe ſtable during the time of the

The above applications will IE de a Horſe to rights in 
the above complaint. But if a Fever ſhould appear from the 
violence of the pain, apply to the Section upon Fevers, ſee 
page 1, obſerving the directions there given, in every reſpect. 
But if the above caſe ſhould prove obſtinate, and the pain 
continue great, then the poor Creature is certain to ſhell his

Of a CANKER in the FEET. 


T Canker in the Feet generally proceeds from a putri- 

fied Thruſh that is got to a great head, inſomuch that 
the Canker has eaten away the huſk or horny part of the Foot, 
halfway up to the Coronet and alſo at the lame time has 


ſpread all over the fole- part. 


Firſt pare and dreſs the Foot, and cut all the rotten part 
away with a Butteris and a drawing-knife; then waſh the 
cankered part with the following ſharp Water; then touch the 
rankeſt part of the Canker with a ' feather dipped in Spirit of 
Common Salt, or Butter of Antimony ; then ſtop all the hol- 
low crevices up tight with ſmall pledgets of Tow dipped in 
the following Canker Ointment ; and wedge them very tight 
into all the hollow parts and crevices; then tie a Cloth on with 
Fillets or ſtrong Rollers to keep the dreſſings on, as a Foot of 
this kind will not admit of a ſhoe; repeat the above dreſſings 
once a-day ; and at the ſame time bleed, and give a ſtrong 
courſe of Pilling Balls, ſee Page 27, and repeat them accord- 


ing as they operate. 


The SHARP WATER for the CANKER. 
Take Verdigreaſe, Roman Vitriol, and Roch Allum, of

ROOM S and other men in the care of Horſes, when 
they have a Horſe with tender Feet, they will hold it 
beſt to greaſe and ſtop them up every night, which is a great 


error; for by ſuch practice the Feet are brought as ſoft as a 
Puff- ball, and ſo tender that they are not able to tread on the 
| beſt of exerciſe, much more unable to travel or hunt; nor is 
Greaſe proper for the Feet at any time, except the night after 
a hard day's work, ſuch as after a ſweat or hunting, travelling, 


&c. or when the roads are very dry and hard; then greaſe 


=} the Feet and ſtop them up with their own Muck, when it 


drops warm from them; and at no other times to make uſe 
of Greaſing and Stopping ; except the Foot has met with a 
Wound or ſome other injury; ; then it muſt be treated as 

{ſymptoms 
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1ymptoms require; or when a Horſe has to ſtand a long time 


in the ſtable, from an accident or lameneſs; then it would be 
proper to keep his Feet greaſed and ſtopped up with hot 
Stopping; a Horſe's Feet were never meant to be kept ſoft 
with Greaſe and hot Stopping; but however I will endeavour 
to explain a better method which 1s as follows; and they, who 
will make a trial of the following method for two months, will 
perceive the Feet to grow tough and firm, and able for buſi- 
neſs. Obſerve to keep in the ſtable in readineſs, a two-gallon 
pot full of Old Lant; then waſh the Feet with the faid Lant 
within and without, three times a-day; and if the Feet are ex- 


traordinary bad, waſh and dab them with the Lant, ſix or 


eight times in the ſpace of one day; the above method 1s 


much ſuperior to greaſing of Feet, in every reſpect; but when 


you make uſe of cold Stopping it may be as tollows. 


Take Horſe Muck whilſt warm and old Lant, mix "4M | 


together in a Stopping-box for uſe. When you mean to uſe 
cold Stopping, make uſe of the above, and no other ſort 
whatever. But if there ſhould be occaſion for hot Stopping 
for a Foot when wounded, make uſe of the following. 


Take Tar, Tallow, and Horſe Turpentine, of each the ſame 


quantity made hot together, then make it into the conſiſtence 
of a Stopping with Wheat Bran; then for uſe; make uſe of 
the above as occaſion may require. 


The above Stopping is proper for a Wound or bruiſe i in the 


Foot and to be made ule of at no other times whatever.
